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METHOD AND DISCIPLINE IN EDUCATING CHIL- 
DREN .— Concluded. 

The subject of discipline, which I have thus casually touched, is 
of the first importance. As of mental culture, it needs great care 
because God made man in his own image. Man must not mar His 
work. In the conclusion that it does not admit of uniform system, 
we are once more governed by the truth that, in His economy, no 
mould onee used is ever used again. Of rules for managing indi- 
vidual boys, I know bat one. Let the boy see that you desire him 
to do right, and intend that he shall. Success depends upon sym- 
pathy and will combined to form an intangible power which I am 
not able to describe. Some general details for preserving order in 
a school room I may venture to suggest. Eternity will reveal the 
number of children ruined by the doctrine that “boys must rough 
it”—must be placed in reach of temptation, to learn to withstand it. 
Therefore, boys should sit as far apart as possible. During a reci- 
tation, no word or sign should be allowed from boys not in class. 
Classes should be changed by two bells: the first as a signal for 
careful marking of new lesson, and dismissing the old class; the 
second as a signal that new classes shall move. School questions 
that may be asked from seats, must be between bells. Boys desir- 
ing to speak to teachers more directly must come up and take their 
seats with the new class. The teacher will first attend to them, and 
then proceed with the class. The water hydrant or bucket should 
be outside the school room; and leave to get water should fall under 
the rule of succession, with other permits to leave the room. A 
little thirst is better than confusion; and endurance is worth teach- 
ing. Leave to borrow slate, pen, pencil, or book, should rarely, if 
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ever, be given. All regulations, however, admit of exceptions, sug- 
gested by knowledge of individual boys, and by evident or apparent 
necessity. The rigid enforcement of a set of inflexible rules, or the 
undistinguishing infliction of a prescribed system of punishments, 
will ruin three-fourths of the boys in any school in the land. Of 
that method I have no more to say. 

Corporal punishment has warrant too high for question. It 
should never be inflicted in presence of the school. Sometimes you 
have to right a wrong where it is given; then a quick form of it 
may be necessary for general effect. It ought to be very rarely 
needed. It is necessary, indeed, that it be distinctly understood 
that the teacher, whose true work I have described, has in reserve 
another role that he can play. But as the power of the Grand Llama 
depends largely on the august secresy of his life, so the force of this 
character may even be aided by the dark silence that surrounds it. 

For imperfect recitations, lam sorry I have no better expedient to 
suggest than keeping a boy in until he recites the lesson perfectly. 
With some boys, this penalty, if known to be inevitable, will have 
the desired effect. Influence and interest, constantly exerted and 
excited, form the higher remedy. Boys who obdurately resist all, 
ought not to be in the school. I have already declared my adhesion 
to Dr. Arnold’s theory uf expulsion. ‘That and corporal punish- 
ment form the final resort, as compared with all other means. As 
to each other, they have no relative positions. They apply to dif- 
ferent boys and different offences. Que flagrant offence may require 
whipping. A persistence in light offences requires expulsion. It is 
not a question of age. A child of ten may be in the hands of aman 
between whose nature and its own there is no accord. Whipping 
will not cure this evil. The child should go to a different school. 
“The same offence may require expulsion in one case, whipping in 
another, a simple urging to repentance, with some special mark of 
confidence, in a third.” The school must be told in the beginning, 
and must see from your practice that you consider it the acme of 
injustice to treat all the boys alike. Your methods, as to purpose, 
may be “guam mare conjuncte,” but as to description, “quam fluc- 
tus diverse.” Your purpose is to make a respectful, self-respecting 
gentleman, Your method of doing it is to watch for every degree 
and variety of development at war with this purpose, and apply the 
corresponding check as aptly and as quickly ss you may. 
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Many points must be omitted for one of prime importance. The 
boys must see from the beginning that you take every word they 
say as true. I need not stop ‘oe defend this maxim. Who has not 
seen the astonishment, the high resolve to deserve confidence in the 
boy who, never trusted at home, finds himself trusted atsehool. Most 
boys, in my experience, have responded te my entire satisfaction. 
Try faithfally io cure those whe do not; but do not try long. 
“Asking round” for undiscovered sinners is rarely to be used. It 
is right. I ask my own son whether he has committed a particular 
offence. I have no greater hesitation in asking another boy. To 
expect a truthful reply will seldom fail to secure it. The trouble is, 
that when this method is frequently used, you cannot always ex- 
pect it. From assumed confidence we cannot hope much. That, 
and what is known as “the self-reporting system,” present tempta- 
tions which, if often encountered, will not be resisted, except under 
the supporting moral influence of teachers of the rarest possible 
power. 

Offences recognized as disgraceful—lying, cheating at examina- 
tions, foul language, &c., if the fact of your knowledge of them be 
known to the school, must bring instant, severe punishment. If 
not known to the school, you may try to cure the boy without dis- 
gracing him. But do not try long. Others will be contaminated 

Such things may occur without your knowledge. I have never 
had occasion to test it, and do not know that I should have ven- 
tured, but I should like to get the opinions of wiser men as to the 
expediency of appointing a sort of grand jury of the boys most 
trusted by the rest, whose duty it should be to keep the school clear 
of such offences by presenting culprits to the teacher for trial, upon 
their own motion and belief of guilt. I think it could be done with 
great advantage. 

With reference to the whole question, it lacks little of being ab- 
solutely true that 

fle that’s forced to goodness may be good, 
Bat ’tis but for that turn ; 


While he that’s wen by softwess and example 
Gaias a Labit. 


The subject of the range of studies for a secondary school, though 
belonging to this discussion, by no means admits of dogmatic pre- 
scription, and opens a field too wide for our present purpose. It is 
questionable whether we can suggest an improvement upon the cus- 
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toms generally adopted in our preparatory institutions. I venture 
the opinion, that during a boy’s last year of preparation he 
should be ready for, and should have, one daily lesson in Latin, 
Greek, French and German, and two in Mathematics, only inter- 
rupted by proper English work. The young child just entering 
the larger schools has no new study except an Introduction to the 
use of the English language, as preparatory to the study of English 
Grammar. 

The essential differences between boys, which must be regarded 
and ought to be encouraged, will often require wide differences, not 
only in the number and character of studies, but in the degree of 
attention toeach. The principle of individuality must prevail. All- 
controlling in matters of organization, it enters the class room and 
governs the manner of recitation. The highest form of recitation 
is obtained when every variety of explanation and application is 
brought out, partly by one and partly by another, one often in ex- 
planation of another, each in the style and manner peculiar to him- 
self. The dead level of prescribed formal recitation or forms of 
recitation cannot be sufficiently condemned. 

With older boys, the purpose in life will often affect the ran ge of 
work. Whatever that may be, we must consider the whole in the 
light of the Baconian aphorism: “we undervalue our powers, aad 
overvalue eur acquirements.” We must strive to give strength, 
that a man with his bare hands may meet all comers, and be ready 
for any high enterprise. This makes it our duty to use every effort 
to impress upon parent and child the idea that, in any view of life, 
the aim of our work should be to teach those great principles of 
every art and science which constitute their light, and therefore to 
prepare for a University course, touching all the grand divisions of 
knowledge. We must combat the false and pernicious idea that 
any special training is an education. Special aptitudes show them- 
selves but slowly. Even when known they do not indicate all the 
compass of a life. We cannot tell what a day may bring forth. 
Whether we work for eternity or for time, our view must be 
broad and comprehensive, and our work commensurate therewith. 
We must be ready to prove that we prepare boys for life; but there 
is no need to encourage the spirit that continually asks the “what 
for” of every new study we prescribe. It means that, in the esti- 
mate of the day, nothing is worth studying that cannot in is own 
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kind be exchanged for money. It is the birth of the idea that 
nothing is worth living for but money. It is the springing up of 
% Upas tree that to-day loads the air with death. Let us beware, 
lest with our own hands we dig about it and dung it! 

This brings me to the last consideration, appropriate to my sub- 
ject—the question of artificial stimulants to study. I do not hesi- 
tate to pronounce them necessary. There is aclaes of children pos- 
segsing an inborn love of learning. There is a larger class in which 
an enthusiastic teacher may excite it. But human nature’s unco’ 
weak, and even these may weary. The rest must possess the prize, 
and learn to leve it afterward. 

What «ure known as weekly or monthly reports will briefly claim 
attention. The parent must be kept informed as to the general 
progress of the child, his absences, excuses, &c. The wisdom of the 
ordinary detailed report is very doubtful. he work of class in- 
struction, in its infinite variety, requires the utmost tension of every 
energy a teacher can command. I am simply unable to keep my- 
self and the class vividly alive, if time and attention must be given 
to a detailed record of mistakes. The student most influenced by 
them is all the more subject to the deadly temptation to conceal, if 
poesible, deficient preparation. For the sake of a high mark, he 
sacrifices the opportunity to learn ; and thet even upon points which 
do require aid. As a deadening weigh t it prevents his rising to the 
dignity of a seeker after knowledge. There are doubtless some ad- 
vantages; but, in my judgment, the injury done to teacher and 
student will overbalance all. 

Of “school honors,” there are two distinct systems: the prize sys- 
tem, which compares boys with each other; and the system of 
graded certificates, which compares all with a standard. My expe- 
rience of the former is that it reaches far too emallanumber. The 
contest is almost always confined to two in any one class, while the 
others are mere spectators. The ambitious boy will frequently 
work for one prize and neglect the rest of his studies. For a sin- 
gle prize for all studies, a school of fifty will seldom furnish more 
than three or four candidates. A provision that no boy shall take 
& prize whose average standing is low, cures neglect of other studies, 
but the spectator class is undisturbed. Emulation generally devel- 
ops the dispositions it is our business to restrain ; and in the heart- 
sick anxiety it often produces, it is too violent a stimulant for young 
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minds. I have seen much injury done, both moral and mental. A 
fractional difference of standing, or, wonderful to relate, the difference 
between two straws, will sometimes announce to a school and to a 
town, that one boy is superier to every other in the school ; his eom- 
petitor, the while, instead of reaping the well deserved reward of 
high endeavor, is allewed to drain the bitter cup of seeret mortifi- 
cation. 

The other system, on the contrary, comparing all with a standard, 
truer to life, opens the road to success to every honest effort. fs” 
influence extends through the whole school, touching every boy, 
during the whole session. To secure its efficiency, as for other 
higher purpeses, 1 suggest either monthly examinations, or two 
written examinations, “Intermediate,” and “ Final,” and two review 
periods, at the ends, respectively, of the first and third quarters, 
marked as examinations. The subject being thus kept constantly 
before the mind, the boy who does not study is the rare exception 
[I think the general observation is that from eighty to ninety per 
cert. may be relied upon to study well; that generally one-third of 
the achool will not only study well, but will reach the highest re- 
quired standard. In my experience of the prize system the two 
were combined, under the most favorable circumstances as to the 
pergonal influence of the teacher, and though some good scholars 
were sent out, I do not think that more than fifteen or twenty per 
cent. of the boys felt the influence of the prizes at all. The work 
under the other was fully as thorough as when working against 
each other, incomparably more general, and had the decided advan- 
tage of being less painfully exciting, to say nothing of the justice 
subserved in the results. 

I submit these views with diffidence. It may be said that I work 
with an ideal boy, to work out an ideal school, to send forth an 
ideal man. I think I speak of that 1 do know. Something I have 
myself achieved. Others have done more. Man’s way is not per- 
fect. We reach ever forward, striving toward the pure light in the 
distance shining. The principles are right. A partial advance up 
the steep towards the truth is better than the swiftest apparent prog- 
ress on a road intrinsically wrong. 

Of stimulants to study we have touched the lowerrange. There isa 
higher. The teacher should talk little in the class room, but a great 
deal with the boy. His talk should be of the compas3, the purpose 
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the solemn ends of life. He must possess the spirit he wishes to infuse. 
Let him teach the true aim of education. Himself must feel thas 
it is to make a man well founded, well developed, strong, active, 
and ready, large minded and large hearted, prepared to do and to 
endure to theend. That ’tis to send a man forth on the voyage of 
life, like strong ribbed bark, whose sails instinctive catch each fa- 
voring gale, ready to hold its way unchanged by wind of doctrine, 
or cut through wave of adverse fortune, full-freighted, cruising by 
chart and compass, touching at many a wayside port, hailing many 
a fellow voyager, leaving with each a blessing, and at last completing 
its course in the haven where it would be, to the praise and glory 
of God, Ever before his mind keep such exalted end, such lofty 
stimulants to study. If we feel them ourselves, we can make him 
feel. Who has not seen a boy’s eye flash, and bis brow brighten with 
the light of sacred purpose, when excited to thoughts like these by 
a teacher, whose own heart, for the nonce, was swelling with love to 
children, and thankfulness to God. Rouse the high purpose! It 
will ripen into high endeavor. Instead of the ever recurring “cui 
bono,” fill his mind with those noble sentences of pure English 
which inspiration ha; given or high thoughts have inspired, and 
which the ages have left as a rich legacy to exalt the generations to 
come. Make him feel that “it is heaven upon earth to have a man’s 
mind move in charity, rest in providence, and turn upon the poles 
of truth.” Impress upon him the deep sense of the solemn debt man 
owes to humanity and to God—to prepare for, and to lead a labo- 
rious, useful, and godly life. Tell him that the mind must be full, 
that it may have whereon to feed itself and food for those that lack. 
Show him that to the educated, reflecting mind is addressed the 
injunction, “Drink waters out of thine own cistern, and running 
waters out thine own well.” It is also written: “A man shall be 
like a watered garden, and like a spring of waters whose waters fail 
not.” Let him know that “he that provideth not for his own house 
is worse than an infidel;” but by your life and conversation 
teach him that to make his own living is not all of man’s life. 
Equip the young knight in full armor, with no point lacking! 
Forth let him go!—in the far nobler faith that the left hand was 
given for self, the right hand, the higher power, is conseciated to 
our brother and to God. 


The purport of our werk reaches far beyond the subjects to which 
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material rule or measure can possibly apply. There is spiritual na- 
ture that is capable of infinite development. Education must develop 
both mind and soul. Remind the student,—the deep truth is al- 
ready in his heart, that the value of the best gifts cannot be assessed. 
Domestic peace, parental and filial love, the joy that swelle the 
heart reaching upward to God, sweet charity, truth in its beauty, and 
the honor that is pure, these, and such as these, the erown jewels of 
life,—the apothecary’s balance is not nice enough to weigh them. It 
is impiety to apply utilitarian theories to these immaterial things. 

For the battle of life the quiver must be full; the destined mark 
for every shaft we caxnot forsee. “In all labor there is profit:” 
what need to draw the balance sheet? It is good to be honest and 
true: the polished courtesis of life have likewise the impress of duty. 
Wonderfully complex 1s this human machine: is it probable that a 
single movement measures the purpose for which ’twas made? All 
the works of God are good: we cannot ask the use of all.

In the early springtime, e’er the north winds are asleep, in the 
dear Virginia forests, the waxen arbutus opens its incomparable 
flower. Beneath the dead leaves, that autumn has scattered and 
winter has not buried, it loves to hide its head. Did not the last 
breath of the blast, or perchance the hand of man, remove its coy- 
ering shield, it would forever remain unseen except by him who 
made it. Among the wonders of our western land there are mount- 
aing where miniature glaciers have their home. Sometime since 
an adventurous party made a way over boulders, across torrents, 
through taugled forests, up the ice-field’s treacherous face, climbing 
upward at an angle Alpine climbers never dare, upward with nifi- 
nite difficulty and danger, until they stood upon a summit where 
mortal foot had never trod, where mortal eve had ne’er rested.

Oh! tell the children that God’s world is full of 
glorious creatures of His will, whose use is ¢o be beautiful, their pur- 
pose—to be strong! Show them, I pray you, that the all in all of 
life is done when, humbly and prayerfully we have read his awful 
will, and obediently and faithfully have striven to fulfil His most 
mysterious behests—Jonn P. McGuire, in Virginia Ed’l Journat. 
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THE KANSAS GRANGERS AND THE COMMON SCHOOLS. 


We have received the following circular which is so suggestive, 
and contains so'many good points in the form of questions, that we 
have thought best to present it to our readers. It will certainly 
prove useful in stimulating thought upon this subject, even to those 
who would feel compelled to give negative replies. We are glad to 
see the Patrons of Kansas grappling with these educational prob- 
lems. There are no questions of greater importance to them, nor 
to the people as a whole: 

Srr :—In the interest of the common-scheol education we beg to ask 
your attentive consideration of the following, from the proceedings 
of the Kansas State €range, at its annual meeting, December, 1875 

“ We, yourCommittee on‘Good of the Order,” would recommend :” 

“ That a Com.uittee of Three on Education, be appomted by this Grange to in- 
vestigate the-coimmon school system, and course of instruction pursued in our 
high schovls-and colleges, with a view to recommending any changes that in 
their judgment may be necded, and devising a system of instruction and course 
-of study best suited to bring practical knowledge and useful information within 
reach of the children of the agricultural classes.and to report at the next annual 
mecting of the State Grange.”’ 

The members of the committee appointed under the above pro- 
ceedings are, F. G. Adams, of Shawnee County, 8S. M. Wood, of 
‘Chase County, and H. G. Reynolds, of Marshall County, 

In making up the required recommendations, the committte have 
chosen to invite the opinions of others, upon some practical points 
involved in the subject of inquiry. Added to the views of persons 
eminent in educational experience, we seek to obtain the opinions 
of others outside of educational employments, who, from their oc- 
cupations and business intercourse have so come in communica- 
tion with agricultural people as to have obtained a knowledge of 
the results of, and the defects of the education imparted in our 
common schools. 

We find that of the children attending the common schools in 
Kansas,—and the same must be measurably true in respect to other 
states,—59¢ are of the agricultural class. Taking the children of 
all industrial classes together, agricultural, mechanical, manufactur- 
ing, and laboring, these constitute 88% of all the children of the 
state. Common school education should ‘herefore be adjusted to 
the needs of these classes, making up, as they do, so great a propor- 
tion of all the people. Under existing conditions the basis of com- 
mon sehool education must be essentially the same for all classes. 
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Children do not attend the common schools for an averagé period 
of more than five and one-half years, of six months each year. In 
other words, the children of the industrial classes. do not receive 
more than an average of thirty-three months of school education 
altogether. The maximum period is but little more than twice that 
length of time. The course of study is confined almost wholly to 
reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, geography, and English 
grammar. The inquiries whieh we present for your consideration, 
hear upon the following suggestions: 

That the educational work now done in these sehools is: 1st, Su- 
perficial in its character; 2d, Defective in method; and 3d, Narrow 
in its scope. 

That, in respect to arithmetic and geography, the range of par- 
ticulars is too broad: taking in in detail, unimportant subjects, and 
necessitating a superficial study of important ones. 

That penmanship, and study calculated to impart an ability to 
speak and write the English language correctly, are sadly neglected. 

That the study of English grammar, so-called, is carried to great 
lengths, in a manner but little ealculated to induce correct expres- 
sion in speaking and writing the English language. 

That the whole time oceupied with the branches taught, 1s much 
greater than it should be; and that if such studies were brought 
within proper limits, time would be afforded for the study of the 
elements ef such useful branehes of education as bookkeeping, draw- 
ing, and some of the branches of natural scieuce, some knowledge 
of which is essential to an intelligent pursuit of agricultural and 
mechanical employments. 

With these explanations, we respectfully request of you that, at 
your earliest convenience, and at such length as you may deem best, 
you give our committee the benefit of your opinions touching the 
following inquiries: 

In arithmetic, should not the subjects of study be limited to thos: 
i which are found, only, examples of such operations as enter into 
the common transactions of business ? 

Should not the memorizing of rules and definitions in arithmetic 
be, for the most part, dispensed with? In lieu of such memorizing 
should not a thorough familiarity with practical operations be 
taught: as a better means, 

1. Of mental discipline, and, 
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2. Of storing the mind with useful knowledge and experience ? 

Should not the number of arithmetical examples be largely in- 
creased : 

1. As exercises calculated to induce habits of rapidity and accu- 
racy of computation ? 

2. As exercises for the object of familiarizing the pupil with the 
best mode of performing common practical business operations ? 

In Geography, beyond what is adapted to impart: 

1. A particular knowledge of the local geography, physical and 
political, of the township, county, state, and country in which the 
pupil resides, and, 

2. An ability to map tn a skillful manner any country, or portion 
of country, whose description is embraced in the course ? 

Should the course of study pertain to more than what is caleu- 
lated to impart 

1. A general knowledge of the natural and political divisions of 
the earth’s surface and their physical conditions; and 

2. A somewhat more particular acquaintance with those foreign 
countries with which the people of this country are brought into 
more familiar intercourse ? 

Should not the study of the geography of such foreign countries 
be confined chiefly to the situation and description of chief cities, 
centers of trade, manufactures, and art, routes of commerce, pro- 
ductions, and physical characteristics ? 

Should instruction in English grammar aim to accomplish more 
than to impart a knowledge of correct usage in the English lan- 
guage, so as to result in habitual expression, in speaking and writ- 
ing, according to such usage? 

Should not a familiarity with such usage be acquired by means 
of exercises in writing and speaking, rather than through the mem- 
orizing of grammatical instructions, and analytical formulas, ab- 
stractedly ? 

Should the memorizing of grammatical definitions, rules, excep- 
tions, instructions, and distinctions be required in this study, except 
as such memorizing shall grow out of, 1st, exercises in speaking and 
writing, embodying examples which illustrat: such rules, &c.; 2d, 
The correction of errors in speaking; and 3d, The correction of 
errors in written compositions ? 

Should this memorizing and these explanations and corrections 
go beyond what is embraced in an understanding of the use of cap- 
itals, of marks ef punctuation, or the declensions, of the forms of 
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comparison, of the forms of agreement of nouns, pronouns, an@ 
verbs, and of the appropriate use of prepositions and their objects? 

Should not the work of memorizing abstractedly in this study ba 
abolished ? 

Should not parsing and English analysis, so-called, and all their 
methods, diagrams, and formulas, be excluded from these schools? 

To be substituted for a portion of the time and labor now em» 
ployed in arithmetic, geography, and grammar, should not elemen- 
tary instruction be introduced in subjects as civil institutions, 
drawing, natural philosophy, botany, zoology, chemistry, and geel- 
ogy; such instruction to be given orally, in the form of object les- 
sons, to be embraced in reading exercises, and to form subjects for 
written compositions descriptive of personal observations on the 
part of the pupils, in respect to the various natural objects and 
scenes Which surround them ? 

Should not the practice of writing enter largely into the school 
work: in the study of orthography, reading, geography, arithmetic, 
&c., as a means of engaging attention, and of inducing actual and 
systematic industry in the preparation of lessons, and at the same 
time of bringing pupils into a ready skill in the use ef pen and pen- 
cil, and in the execution of varied forms of written composition ? 

Compared with the usual acquirements in common school educa- 
tion, what is the value of the acquirement of an ability to write 
letters of friendship and business, correctly and neatly, and to exe- 
cute with readiness and propriety, the various forms of written com- 
position which enter into the discharge of the ordinary duties of 
life and of citizenship ? 

In the State Grange proceedings which we have quoted, the des- 
ignations, “high schools and colleges” may be considered to include 
city High Schools, the State University, the State Agricultural Col-° 
lege, and State Normal School—supported by public funds—and 
besides, all institutions of learning of a high order not so supported. 
As courses of instruction, and terms of admission are now fixed, but 
one in about 135 of the children in the state is now enabled to enter 
the higher institutions above mentioned, endowed by the state. 
The inquiries which we present to you in respect to these schools, are, 

1. How can such schools be made more widely accessible to the 
children of the state ? 


2. How can the plan of education in such schools be so framed 
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as to qualify students to become educators, so that, returning to 
their homes in the various portions of the state, they may, by edu- 
cational work, contribute to the diffusicn of the benefits of such 
schools throughout all parts of the state ? 

3. How can courses of instruction in such schools be so framed 
as to tend to the qualification of students for industrial, rather than 
professional pursuits ? 

KANSAS LEGISLATION. 

The Education Committee of the Kansas State Grange favored 
the adoption of a feature which was introduced into the common 
echool system of the state by the legislature of 1876, and of which 
the following is an explanation : 

A premium of an additional year’s certificate was authorized to be 
granted to such teachers as may acquire a higher grade of qualifi- 
cations; especially in respect to qualifications to teach some of the 
more useful an practical branches of education, and the elements of 
some of those sciences whieh go to explain the natural objects, and 
to direct attention to some of the common facts in nature with 
which people of the agricultural class cume continually in contact in 
all the business and pleasures of life. 

The law prior to the act of 1876 provided for the issuing of cer- 
tificates of qualification to continue in force for one year only, and 
required an examination in the following branches only: orthogra- 
phy, reading, writing, English grammar, geography, and arithmetic 

Tbe act of 1876 authorizes boards of examiners to issue certifi- 
cates to hold for two years, in cases where applicants exhibit quali- 
fications to teach, in addition to the branches meutioned above, the 
following: “U. 8. history, bookkeeping, industrial drawing, the ele- 
ments of entomology, the elements of botany, and the elements of 
geology, so far as relates to the manner of fomation of soils and 
their adaptation to purposes of production.” 

We are able to state that this change in the law is generally well 
received by teachers, some of whom in most of the counties have set 
about the work of studying and teaching the new branches. In 
most of the teachers’ institutes required by law te be held in every 
eounty, instruction in these branches has been sought for and pro- 
vided. ‘The educators of the state have accepted the law as a defi- 
nite establishment of an educational policy. Lt has led to the be- 
ginning of a movement which is already bringing a manifest new 
hfe and vigor to the common school work in Kansas.

EDITORIAL. 


Fin1s.—This number completes the fifth volume and the exist- 
ence of the Nepraska TEACHER, in its present form. We have 
made an arrangement for issuing the TEACHER in the future which 
we hope and believe will be much better for all concerned than the 
present method of publication. The hard times are having a whole- 
some effect in reducing extravagance and waste, and compelling a 
wise economy in business affairs, as well as in the manner of living. 
And the result of a wise and intelligent economy is not only less 
expense, but better methods and greater efficiency. Here, for in- 
stance, are a half dozen states, each trying te maintain an educational 
journal, to be the mouth piece of its educational system. Euch of 
these journals requires a certain amount of expense for its publica- 
tion. A greater part of the matter publishsd in all these journals is 
of general application, and might as well be printed once for all the 
educational readers in all these states, as to be printed over again 
with doubled and redoubled expense in each state. The result of 
these mu!tiplied expenses in serving the public with educational 
literature, is that the quality of these weakly monthlies which we 
call educational journals, is very inferior, and they but poorly fill 
the positions which they are attempting to occupy. Furthermore, 
the business of publishing these journals, always attended with 
labor and expense greatly disproportionate to the income, except in 
the most populous states and under the most favorable circum- 
stances, has become, since the advent of the financial depression, 
so unprofitable that a large number of them have been obliged 
to suspend publication, and several great states, like Kansas, Min- 
nesota, California, &c., are left without any educational periodical. 
We have kept the TEACHER going, out of pure stubbornness, but 
if we had acted upon sound business principles, we should have 
succumbed long ago. 

Now the remedy for these evils is obvious. Consolidation and co- 
operation have become a necessily of the times. We must reach out 
beyond the narrow limits of state boundaries, take our brethren 
by the hand, and all work together for a common object. “In 
union there is strength ;” and not only strength, but economy and 
ncreased efficiency. 
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These considerations have led us to enter into a compact with 
the other educational journals of the great northwest, to publish our 
journals together, under one general management, but each reserv- 
ing a portion of space in which we shall be individually represented. 
A certain part of this journal will be called “THe NeEprRaska 
TEACHER,” and this we shall edit. There we shall express our 
opinions, give our own state news, and insert contributions from 
our patrons in Nebraska. Not only shall we be able to serve our 
readers with a much better periodical in this way, but we can give 
them four times as many issues,for the new journal will be a 
weekly. It will be published in Chicago, under the management of 
8. R. Winchell. The editorial staff will consist of Prof. W. F. Phelps, 
editor-in-chief, assisted by Prof. E. Olney, and others of first class 
ability. These gentlemen are among the foremost of American ed- 
ucators, and there is no reason why the new journal will not equal 
in ability the NV. L. Journal of Educatton, which was started under 
Similar circumstances and has proved a remarkable success. All 
the educational journals west of Indiana and Lake Huron, and 
north of Kentucky and the Indian ‘Territory, have entered into the 
arrangement. As the rivers of the Great Mississippi Valley flow 
together to form the noble Father of Waters, whose broad current 
flows on with increased volume and power, so the educational jour- 
nals of this same great region, by uniting their little streams of 
talent and influence, will form one mighty Mississippi whieh, with 
broader scope, deeper influence, and more irresistable power, will 
move on to the accomplishment of its great and noble purpose. 

Although printed in Chicago, the publication office for this state 
will be in Beatrice, as heretofore. All subscriptions and contribu- 

-tions will be received by us the same as if no change had taken 
place. We hope also that our exchanges will continue their visits 
as we depend largely upon them for our educational news, and we 
desire to have Nebraska creditably represented in the new journal 

All subscribers who have paid us in advance for the TEACHER, 
will receive credit for the full amount that they have paid us beyond 
the first of January next, on subscription to the new journal. We 
trust this arrangement will prove satisfactory, and we firmly be- 
lieve it will prove a great step in advance, for the cause of education 
in the West. 

In conclusion, we cannot suppress a word of thanks to those faitly - 
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ful friends who have so steadily and earnestly supported’ us during. 
all these years that we have published the TkacuER. That there 
were those who.could overlook our shortcomings, excuse our faults, 
and help us alk.the same, has been the encouraging thought in the 
midst of the many discowraging circumstances. under which we 
have labored. On their account we have steadily adhered to our 
determination not to give up the task until-we could do so without 
detriment to the educational interests of the state; and now that 
we can make a change which we feel will-be for the better, we gladly. 
accept the new order of things.

The world but reflects our own mental states. A patient, cheerful

Hall Co—The Hall County teachers’ association wiil meet in 
Grand Island on the 20th dav of December, and continue in session 
three days.

Platte Co.—The schools.of Columbus opened on the 4th of Sep- 
tember last, with C. D. Rakestraw, of London, Ontario, Ca.,.as Prin- 
cipal. As the schools had never been properly graded, the first 
duty of the Principal was to grade them throughout, which was 
done, and they are at present doing remarkably well. There are 
now enrolled: 154 pupils in the entire school, 4 of which are in the 
High School, 29-in the Grammar: School, 70 in the Intermediate, 
and 50 in the Primary. There are several in attendance from other 
counties and districts, the First Grade Grammar and High School 
being adapted to their wants as preparing themselves for teachers.

building every Saturday evening, and isa great source of instruc- 
tion and benefit, as well as pleasure, to all connected with it, and at 


present the society is in a very flourishing condition. We hope 
that the schools of Columbus may continue prospering in, the fa- 
ture as they are at present, 





LITERATURE, 





The profession of teaching, though not usually classed with the profess 
sions called “learned,’’ assured!y has pre-eminent right to that distinctive 
appellation. All other things being equal, that teacher will be most suc- 
cessful whose mind is most richly stored with knowledge. Such a teacher 
speaks “as one having authority,” and his pupils, however young, can 
readily distinguish him from the routinist, whose sole reliance is in the 
text books.

The method is simple, the record 
very full, and it is certainly more conyenient to do all the marking in one 
book than to have two or three. For those who are compelled to record 
every act and failure to act in the lives of their pupils according to a math- 
ematical scale, this is as good a system as we are acquainted with; but for 
ourselves we do not approve so much marking. We are aware, however, 
that such records are required in most city schools, and while this is 
the case, Mr. Edwards has undoubtedly done a good service in devising a 
system that will consume as little as possible of the teacher’s time, and be 
convenient for reference.

1.—SHOULDERED his musket—then a youth of seventeen, and in- 
terrupting his college course—in 1775, in a company of which his 
father was Captain—an “alarm corps,” organized for pressing 
emergencies, as, to repel a then threatened invasion.

3.—Author of the first American School Text Book, in 1783,— 
the “First Part of a Grammatical Institute of the English Lam- 
guage,” and so the founder of American educational literature. 

4,—His Spelling Book, first issued toward the cloge of the last cen- 
tury, has had an aggregate sale of over Firry MILLION copies, 
—a number censiderably greater than the present entire population 
of the United States—and thus given the elementary instruction, 
and early moral impressions to that number of American youth. I 
has etill an annual sale of nearly 1,000,000 of copies. The sales for 
the eight years following the civil war, viz.: 1866-1873, aggregated 
8,196,028, or an average of 1,024,503 per annum.

This,t 
your committee submit, is a serious fault in the course of study, and especially so in view of 
the fact that a very large proportion of our pupils leave school before reaching the grade above 
mentioned, and are therefore deprived ot a]l systematic instruction in this pre-eminently use- 
ful branch of elementary instruction. 

Many of our best educators urge strong objections against the present cumbrous and intri- 
cate methods of ae this branch of learning, and your committee believe with them that 
preeeener in it, as usually taught, rarely secures to the student the ability to put an idea of 

is own into pure and perspicuous English. Your committee believe that elementary text- 
books not liable to this objection are now attainable, and recommend that such text-hbooks be 
introduced into the course of study in the fifth grade, to the end that those whose neces- 
sities compel them to leave the schools before completing the prescribed course of study 
may not be deprived of all advantages in this essential and practical part of a common-schoo!
